The 
numberleſs Proofs of the Divine Perfec- 
tions, exhibited in the Formation and Pre- 
ſervation of the World, would not ſuffer 
the honeſt and conſiderate, to doubt of 
the Being and Providence of the Creator 
and Preſeryer; tho' they could not ſee him, 
And their firm Perſuation of his immenſe 
Wiſdom, Power, and Benevolence, joined 
with a Conſideration of the large and noble 
Deſires and Capacities of the Human Soul, 
which are not properly filled in the preſent 
State; and with their Obſervations on the 
State of the World, wherein Happineſs or 
Miſery are not diſpenſed in exact Propor-

The pious, who lived before the In- 


carnation of our Saviour, had to ſtrengthen 


this Faith the Promiſe made to our firſt 
Parents; of a Seed to the Woman +, who 
ſhould deſtroy the Dominion of Death, 
which the Serpent had introduced. They 
had alſo the wntimely Death of Abel , per- 
mitted by God; after he had ze/{rfied of him 


in a peculiar Manner, fat he was Right- 


eos |. They had farther the Tranſlation of 
Enoch &, and the Promiſes made to Abra- 


ham ©; beſides various Intimations of a fu- 
ture Life, in other Parts of the Old Teſta- 
ment“ n. And by this Faith they over- 


came the T emptations of the World, and 
were enabled to perſevere in their Obe- 


dience unto Death; and as the Apoſtle 
informs us, died in Faith. 


Yet all theſe are obſcure Intimations, 
when compared with the clear and expreſs

Aſſurances, which we have by the Goſpel of 
Jeſus Chriſt ; who hath aboliſhed Death, and 
brought an incorruptible Life to Light *: And 
' who thus enables good Men to live with a 
more ſtedfaſt Regard to a future State, and 
to die poſſeſt of brighter Hopes. 


I ſhall conſider this Charafer given by 
the Apoſtle of the antient Saints, as de- 
ſcriptive of real Chriſtians in all Ages; and 
in diſcourſing on it: 


I. Briefly repreſent the Faith in which 
good Chriſtians de. And 


II. Explain what is meant by their dying 
in this Faith. E | 


I. I would give you a brief Deſcription of 
the Faith in which good Chriſtians die. 
In general it is the belief of all thoje religious 
and moral Truths, which they can diſcover, 
by uſing well their Reaſon; or which they 
can learn from the Writings of the O0 
and New Teſftaments, the ſacred Rule of 
their Faith and Practice, 


In particular they believe that this 
grand, beautiful, and well furniſhed World,

owed its Exiſtence: and Formation, not to 
blind Chance or Neceſfity ; but was, with all 
its Inhabitants, created by an eternal, al- 
mighty, moſt wiſe and good God, in the Man- 
ner related by Maſes : And that by the 
ſame God the whole is continually preſerved 


and governed. That this God made Man 
in bis Image, rational and free, for Im- 
mortality; and for a Bleſſedneſs ariſing out 


of exalted Knowledge, Goodneſs, and De- 


votion. That when the fr/# Parents 
of Mankind had vislated the Law of In- 
nocence, and ſubjected themſelves and 
their Poſterity to Death; God revived them 
with freſh Aſſurances of his Mercy and 


Acceptance, and of a Deliverance from 


Death by the promiſed Seed of the 


Woman, 


They believe alſo, that by the Zaw of 
their Nature +, God hath ſhown unto Men 


what rs good, and what he requires 4 them; 
to do Fuſtice, to love Mercy, and to walk humbly 
with God: Who, being our common 
Father, is no Reſpecter of Perſons ||; and 
therefore, in every Age and Nation ac- 
cepts thoſe, who fear him and work.

They farther believe, that when the 
Nations were funk into groſs Idolatry, 
Superſtition, and Vice, and had for the 
moſt Part loſt the Knowledge of God, 
and of the Way to his Favour; the God 
obo at ſundry Times, and in diverſe Man- 
ners, had ſpoken to the Fathers by the Prophets, 
in the laſt Days ſpake to Men by. his Sen ; 
whom he ſent to be, by bis Inſtructions 
and Example, the Light of the World ©, 
and by his Obedience unto Death their Re- 
deemer from Death ||||; and to propoſe and 
confirm to them the new Covenant, with 
its great Bleſſings “*: And by his Reſur- 
rection and Aſcenſion into Heaven, to 
aſſure and exalt their Expectations of a 
future Life, and never ending Felicity Ir;

For they believe alſo that the ſame Jeſus, 
who according to his Promiſe poured out 
the Holy Spirit on his Apoſtles, and firſt 
Diſciples I, and qualified them to teach 


and confirm the Goſpel of Salvation thro' 


the World; is made Head over all Things to 


bis Body the Church |||, and will by his Spirit 


be with all his genuine Diſciples unto the End 
of the World &, when he will deſcend from 
Heaven to Judgment.

with all bis Holy Angels, and ſummon be- 
fore him all Nations, the quick, and the 


dead} whom he will raiſe again to Life; 


and judge them in Righteouſneſs, rendering 
unto all according to their Works||. © Unto 
them, who by a patient Continuance in well- 
doing, have ſought for Glory, Honour, and 
Immortality, eternal Life. But unto them, 
who haue not obeyed the Truth, but have 
obeyed Unrighteouſneſs, Indignation and Wrath, 
Tribulation and Anguiſh, and everlaſiing De- 


firuftion from the Preſence of the LordF. 


That then this Earth, with all the Works

This is a Summary of that Faith, which 
is found in the genuine and vell-inſtructed 
Diſciples of Chriſt; by which they ive, 
and in which they ie. This was the Faith 
of our late worthy Paſtor, who believed, 
and therefore preached it, for forty Years 
in this Place, and who died enjoying the 
Conſolations of it. And altho' many other 
Articles have been added, as neceflary to 
be believed, in Creeds, Confeſſions, and 
Catechiſms of human Compoſure; yet this 
contams the ,Subſtance of the Faith, once 
for all deliver to the Saints *, and every 
Article made neceflary to Salvation by our 
Lord, or his Apoſtles, or comprized in the 
antient Creed, which bears their Name, and 
which is very important ; it contains all the 
Truths neceſſary to the beginning, pro- 
greſs, and perfection of a pious, holy, 
and heavenly Life; and therefore, all that 
is neceſſary for us to believe, in order to 
our being formed to a Meetneſs for the 
Bleſſedneſs of Heaven; and for this rea-

ſon, all that can be neceſſary to the pre- 

ſent Peace and Joy, and to the final Sal- 
vation of the Chriſtian. 


To this brief Account of the Faith of a 


Chriſtian, I am to add 


II. An Account of what is meant by 
dying in this Faith, It includes the follow- 
ing particulars. | 


I. It ſuppoſes, that while living they 
were firmly perſuaded of the Truth of theſe 
great Articles. They bel:eved with the Heart, 
and were flrong in Faith +. They did not, 
like many nominal Chriſtians, live in a care- 
leſs Indifference, as to theſe intereſting Doc- 
trines, rather not diſbelieving, than properly 
believing them; but after a ſerious Con- 
ſideration of their Evidences, they cor- 
dially embraced them, as Truths of the 
higheſt Importance. | 


When they refefed upon their own 
Frame of Body and Mind, who but lately 


13 began to exiſt, poſſeſt of Reaſon, Liberty, 


and various other noble Powers, they clear- 
ly perceived that God was their Maker, 
and thankfully acknowledged him. And

when they caſt an attentive Eye on the 
World, and conſidered its amazing Great- 
neſs, deep and exatt Contrivance, and infi- 
nite Uſes, and the unſcarcbable Varieties of 


Tie and Good, with which it abounds, 


they were fully convinced, that Matter, in 
itſelf void of Senſe and Motion, could 
not form, or move itſelf, into all this 
Beauty ahd Uſe; and much leſs be the 
Original of all the Zife and Activity which 
abound thro' the World. But that theſe 
infinitely various Effects, continually pro- 
duced, required, and proved the Being, 
Perfections, and continued Energy, of an 
almighty, moſt wiſe and benevolent Cave. 
And frequently purſuing thisTrain of think- 
ing, they even ſaw God in his Works}, 
with high Satisfaction cheriſhed the Con- 
viction of his Preſence, and confeſſed and 
adored him in all. | 


The Wiſdom and Benevolence viſible in 
the Frame of the World, and of the Crea- 
tures it contains, convinced them, that 
the Creator and Preſerver of all delighted 
in thoſe of his rational Creatures, who 
moſt fugied and promoted the general good; 
and in thoſe Actions which produced it. 
And as Temperance, Righteouſneſs, Kind-

neſs, and Mercy, immediately produce 
good, as far as their Influence extends; 
and the contrary Diſpoſitions, whenever 
they prevail, are productive of Diſorder 
and Miſery : And God hath formed us to 
diſcern the good Tendency of the virtu- 
ous Diſpoſitions and Actions, and to ap- 
prove them; ſo. he w:/ls that Men ſhould 
cultivate and practiſe theſe, and delights 
in, and will favour them accordingly. 


The large and noble Views and Deſires 

'of the human Soul, which naturally ex- 
tend themſelves into Eternity, they regard- 
ed as Indications from the Creator, that 
he had made them from Eternity. The Plan 
of God's moral Providence, alſo not being 
filled up in the preſent State, in a Man- 
ner worthy the Wiſdom, Rectitude, and 
Benevolence of the great Governor, aſſured 
them ; that it includes another State : for 
that in the final State of moral Agents, 
the righteous ſhould be as the wicked t, muſt 
be far different from the divine Method 
of Government; and the Fudge of the 
whole Earth vill certainly do what is 
right. |

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The manifeſt Want of a divine In/iruftor, 
| under which the World laboured, when 
- .Chrift appeared to enlighten it, convinced 
| them, that it was worthy a governing God, 
| to ſend them ſuch an Inſtructor from 
7 Heaven. And the Reaſonableneſs of the 
; Chriſtian Doctrines and Inſtitutes, their 
evident and experienced Tendency to im- 

rove the human Mind, in every excellent 
and divine Diſpoſition; the Purity and Per- 
fection of the Chriſtian Morals, the exem- 
plary Piety and Goodneſs of our great Pro- 
pbet, the Neceſſity and the Value of the 
Bl:fings which he promiſes; in Conjunc- 
tion with his numerons Miracles, the At- 
teſtation of his voluntary Deatb, and the 
Declaration of God in his Favour, the 
raiſing him from the dead; followed with 
the Communication of thoſe extraordinary 
Gifts and Powers, which Jeſus before pro- 
miſed, and at the Day of Pentecoſt con- 
ferred on his Apoſtles. —AIl theſe Evi- 
dences, when they ſeriouſly and impar- 
tially conſidered them, produced a full 
Conviction ; that the Religion, which their 
Parents recommended to them, is indeed 
divine, and the Goſpel of Salvation an in- 
valuable Gift of God to Mankind, the 
Precepts contained in it the Commands of 


God, the Promiſes of infallible Certainty,

and the Accounts given of the divine Diſ- 

enſations as true, as they are amiable. 
And that nothing therefore could be fo 
important to them, as to live obedient to 
the Inſtructions, and Imitators of the Vir- 
tues of Jeſus their Saviour: Looking for 
— Mercy of God thro' him unto eternal 

ife. 


This while they lived was not only 
their Profeſſion, but their hearty Perſuaſion ; 
not merely what upon ſome Occaſions they 
thought might be true, but what they were 
firmly and conſtantly perſuaded was true 
ſo firmly perſuaded, as to Sacrifice every 
vicious Paſſion to the Demands of this 
Goſpel, and give up every Intereſt and 
Purſuit, inconſiſtent with a good Hope 
of the Bleſſedneſs which it promiſes. 
For it is farther ſuppoſed of thoſe 
Chriſtians, who died in F aith, that 


2. They /ived under the Influence of it, 
and their religious Belief formed their 
Temper, animated their Conduct, and 
made them vicloricus over the World +. 
Theirs was a living and fruitful, not a 
dead and barren Faith 4. Believing that 
| God made them, they either remembered

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their Creator in the Days of their Youth *; 
or if they waſted Part of Life in a For- 
getfulneſs of God, when they became 
ſenſible of their Obligations, they re- 
turned to him with an hearty Sorrow 
and Repentance, and devoted themſelves 
to his Fear and Love for remaining Life. 
Believing Chriſt to be their Saviour and 
Lord, they early took his Yoke upon them, 
and learnt of him +; or if ſeduced by the 
Temptations of the World, they firſt 
yielded themſelves Servants unto Sin; 
when brought to conſider ſeriouſly, the 

became aſhamed of their Ingratitude 0 
Diſobedience, and returned to God with 
their whole Hearts, and devoting them- 
ſelves to him in the Chriſtian Covenant, 
walked before him in all newneſs of Life. 


Believing God to be not only their 
Creator, but conſtant Preſerver, the God 
of their Lives, and the Author of all 
their Bleſſings; they could not live as 
zorthout him in the World, but their Prayer 
was daily addreſt to the Supporter of their 
Life, and their Praiſes conſtantly aſcend- 
ed to the Giver of all their good. His 
Mercies were new every Morning, and bis 


Faithfulreſs every Night ; and they began

every Day with grateful Acknowledge- 
ments of his Providence and Goodnels, 
and humble Supplications of his continued 
Aid, and Care, and Bounty ; and cloſed 
it with ſerious Reflections on his Favours, 
and the Returns which they had made; 
and with earneſt Deſires of Forgiveneſs and 
Acceptance, and of the Continuance of 
his Protection. 


As they believed God to have ſet apart 
a Portion of their Time more peculiarly 
for his Service, and for Training them 
to the Employments and Blefſedneſs of 
Heaven, they kept Holy the Lord's-Day ; and 
heartily engaged in Exerciſes, which pre- 
pared them for the heavenly Bleſſed- 
neſs, and gave a Foretaſte of it. And 
they thought their religious Exerciſes 
had not anſwered their Intention, un- 
til they were formed to an habitual 
Veneration, Gratitude, and Love of God, 
and concern to pleaſe him, to a chearful 
Reſignation to his Providence, Truſt in his 
Kindneſs, and Devotedneſs to his Will. 
This Temper they were convinced was 
the only Temper, that correfponded to 
the Perfections and Providence of God, 
which they believed and owned; and 
this Temper they cultivated thro Life. 


As 
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As they believed Jeſus Chriſt to be the 
Son of God, and the Saviour of the 
World, they ſet his Goſpel before them 
as their Rule; and ſtudied his Life as 
their Pattern: Expecting Acceptance with 
God, and eternal Life thro' his Death. 
Him having not ſeen they loved, and believing 
in him they rejoiced, with Joy unſpeakable and 


full of Glbry *. 


As they believed the Welfare of his 
Creatures to be the Delight of God, and 
the Goſpel-Precepts of Righteouinels, 
Truth, Goodneſs, Meekneſs, Humility, 
and Mercy, to be of divine Authority, 
they endeavoured to be habitually juſt, 
true, meek, humble, compaſſionate, and 
benevolent: That they might thus pro- 
mote what is the Delight and Glory of our 
heavenly Father, the general good of his 
moral Creation. 


Finally, as they believed the Dignity 
and Immortality of the human Soul, and 
that they were a gned for a rational 
and divine Felicity in Heaven: they, as 
Strangers upon Earth, abſlained from fleſhly 
Luſts which war againſt the Soul, and were

temperate in all Wings; regulating the De- 
fire and Indulgence of bodily Pleaſure ; 
in Subordination to the Liberty and Purity 
of their Minds, and to the noble Satisfac- 
tions of Goodneſs and Devotion. They 
purſued the Intereſts of Time, with a 
Moderation becoming Beings made fof 
Immortality ; and they frequently retired 
from the World, to meditate on future 
and eternal Things, and to refreſh their 
Souls with the Proſpects of Heaven and 
Immortality. And thus animated they 
were enabled to continue to the End their 
Endeavours to attain everlaſting Bleſſed- 
neſs; and purify their Souls to enjoy it in 
the moſt abundant Degree. Thus they 
lived by Faith, and were qualified to com- 
pleat their Character. | 


3. By dying in Faith, in a rational and 
full Perſuaſion of the Reality of the pro- 
miſed Bleſſedneſs, and with a good Hope, 
that they were intitled to it. They be- 
lieved not only that God is, but that he 
will prove the Rewarder of theſe who have 
diligently fought him. Having embrace the 
great Promiſes of his Word, and confeſſed 
that they were Pilgrims on Earth*, as 
they drew nearer to Eternity, they looked

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more earneſtly for the bleſſed Hope, and the 
glorious appearing of the great God, and of 
their Saviour Jeſus Chriſt *. Thus St. Paul, 
who lived by the Faith of Chriſt, was in 4 
rait betwixt two, having a Defire to depart, 
and to be with Chriſi +; tho' willing to live 
for the furtherance of the Goſpel. And 
when the Time of his Departure was 
at hand t, with Triumph he declared, I 
have fought a good Fight, I have finiſhed my 
Courſe, and there is a Crown of Righteouſneſs 
laid up for me. And a Conſciouſneſs of 
bis Fidelity, in declaring tbe whole Counſel of 


God, yielded ſtrong Conſolation to your 


late Paſtor in View of Death. 


Thus other pious Perſons alſo, the nearer 
they approach the End of this mortal 
Lite, finding their Diſpoſition for a divine 
F elicity i improving, with Reaſon conclude ; 
that God who hath wrought in them this 


excellent Diſpoſition, hath provided for 


them a Bleſſedneſs correſpondent to it. 
And having fully experienced the Vanity 
of the World, and being no longer in any 
Degree prejudiced by a Fondneſs for ſe- 
cular Intereſts or Pleaſures, they can diſ- 
cern in all their Evidence, the Proofs ſup- 


plied by Reaſon and Revelation for a

future State, and rejoice in Hope of the Glory 
of God*. The firſt Martyr Stephen when 
dying, ſaw the Glory of God, the Heavens 


| » Opened, and Jeſus ſtanding at the right Hand 


of God, ready to receive him; and amidft 
the Stones which cruſhed him, cried in 
Rapture, Lord Jeſus receive my Spirit. 


We grant, that pious Perſons now are 
not to expect at Death fo tranſporting a 
Vifion; but if their laſt Sickneſs allow 
them the free Exerciſe of their Reaſon, 
and their Minds are unclouded by falſe 
Notions of God and Religion, in propor- 
tion to the Strength of their Faith, and 
the Fidelity and Conſtancy of their paſt 
Obedience will be their Hope and Joy in 
their Views of Eternity. With Pleaſure 
they recolle& their large Experience of the 
divine Goodneſs, and from hence en- 
courage their Hopes for Eternity; that 
the God who hath been their Guide thro' 
this Life, will be the Strength of their 
Hearts, and their Portion for ever T. With 
Pleaſure: they recolle&t the great Promiſes 
of the Goſpel, and the rich Grace of God 
in Chriſt Jeſus, and by theſe their Hopes 
are animated of compleat and everlaſting 
Bleſſedneſs. And being conſcious that

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Benevolence and Devotion have been their 
prevailing Diſpoſitions, tho they own 
themſelves to be leſs than the leaſt of the 


divine Favours; yet with a chearful Con- 


fidence in the immenſe Benignity of the 
Father of Mercies, and in the Love and 
Death of the Redeemer, they expect the 
Accompliſhment of his largeſt Promiſes, 


in their full Salvation and eternal Bleſſed- 


neſs. 


To be placed on the Brink of Eternity, 


to look forward with Fixednefs, and with 
a lively Hope of enjoying in it a Bleſſed- 


neſs, equal to the boundleſs Duration. 
To be conſcious to improved Capacities 
for a Happineſs ariſing out of exalted 
Knowledge, Goodneſs, Friendſhip, and 
Devotion, in the Preſence of God and of 
the Redeemer, with Angels and kindred 
Saints, and exult in the Proſpe& of ſoon 


poſſeſſing it for Eternity. To view 


with Satisfaction the wide Cracks in the 
mortal Tenement, thro' which the Soul 
ſhall ſoon eſcape to the World of perfect 
Spirits, to ſuffer no more Pain, Sickneſs, 
or Decay, and to return no more to the 
Body, until it ſhall be quite changed, and

And how powerfully ſhould this de- 
termine us all to live by the Faith of 
the Goſpel ; that we may be thus ſup- 
ported by it at Death, We muſt all ſoon 
die, nothing is more certain, forget it as 
we will. And Sirs, how would you chuſe 
to die? Full of rational Hope and Joy, 
and with the bright Dawn of immortal 
Bleſſedneſs opening upon you? Or 
full of Anxiety and Terrors, which 
muſt be ſucceeded by an utter Deſpair of 
Heaven? Certainly all would deſire to 
die in Faitb; but this cannot be, unleſs 
we have lived by Faith. We cannot in- 
dulge ſolid Hopes of the heavenly Bleſſed- 
neſs, unleſs our Minds are by prevailing 
Goodneſs and Piety prepared to enjoy it. 
Nor can we rationally Hope to receive 
the Reward of Glory; and Immortality, 
unleſs we have been Faithful in the Work 
of the Lord, and have ſought it by a patient 
Continuance in well doing.

An honourable Sacrifice this to Truth and

The other Fact which I would men- 

tion 1s this. When it pleaſed God, dur- 
ing the laſt Year of his Life, to yiſit him 
with frequent Returns of a moſt painful 
Diſorder ; he bore theſe with a Reſgnation 
becoming the Faith of a Chriſtian, grew 
viſibly more diſingaged from temporal 
Things, and often with Warmth declared, 
That to ſecure the divine Felicity pro- 
miſed by Chriſt, was the principal and 
almoſt the only Thing that made Life de- 
fireable. That to attain this he would 
gladly die, ſubmitting himſelf intirely to 
God, as to the Time and Manner of 
Death, whoſe Will was moſt righteous and 
good: And being perſuaded, that all as 
well, which ended well for Eternity.” 


In this Diſpoſition, this Servant of the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, cloſed a long and uſe- 
ful Life. It remains that we who ſurvive, 
give all Diligence to the full Aſſurance of 
Hope unto the End *, and be, in every Thing
